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Trustees’ Report. 





To the City Council of the City of New Bedford: 


GENTLEMEN :— The Board of Trustees of the Free 
Public Library herewith presents its Fifty-first Annual 
Report, of which the annual report of the librarian to the 
board, presented in connection herewith, is made a part. 

It is unnecessary to multiply words in this report. 
Mr. Tripp has summarized the activities of the year in a 
clear and comprehensive manner, to which no addition 
need be made. The Trustees desire to emphasize their 
appreciation of his work, which is faithful and zealous, 
and which has already produced good results, especially 
in the notably increased use of the library for purposes 
of reference and study. The force of workers under him 
is encouraged by his hearty interest in the library, and 
we believe that at no time in the history of the institution 
has that force been so efficient as now. 

The extension of the privileges of the library to 
younger children than had formerly frequented it, in 
response to an imperative demand, demonstrates forcibly 
the need of more room. Provisions for a children’s room 
would probably relieve the reading and reference room to 
such an extent as to accommodate adult visitors fairly 
well for the present. The Board respectfully calls atten- 
tion to the importance of the subject, and commends it to 
‘the careful consideration of the Council as being a matter 
of immediate importance. 
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The things which have been many times said with 
respect to the crowded condition of the library in general 
may all be said at this time with renewed vigor. They 
are familiar to the Council,-and we reiterate them at the 
present time ,in order that the matter shall not be lost 
sight of. |

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Librarian’s Report. 





To the Board of Trustees of the Free Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report on the condition and work of the library. 

During the past year the work has gone along 

smoothly, with the steady purpose of putting forward 
the best books and increasing the number of readers. 

Special bulletins on the following subjects were pre- 
pared and circulated in connection with the monthly 
bulletins of new books. Lists on: The Cotton Industry ; 
Textile and Textile Industries; Genealogical Works in 
the Library; The Coronation; Labor, Arbitration, and 
Strikes; Gosnold and the Island of Cuttyhunk. 

A folder was printed giving a classified list of refer- 
ence books in use. A recent topical list of magazines 
and newspapers taken, including some two hundred and 
eighty titles, has also been distributed. Special reading 
lists on topics of current interest have been from time to 
time shown on the bulletin board. 

The display of art photographs has been continued 
through the year, changing every Saturday. In this 
way many hundreds of photographs have been brought 
to the attention of visitors. | 

Through the courtesy of Miss Mary B. Hathaway a 
fine collection of classic busts has been loaned to the 
- library, and occupies advantageous positions on the walls 
_ of the reading room. 
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A generous donation of a sum of money for the pur- 
chase of books suitable for mothers to read to their young 
children was made by Mrs. Abraham Taber. These 
books have proved very satisfactory and have undoubt- 
edly contributed much to the pleasure of parents and 
children. The list is constantly being added to. 

In September arrangements were made with the 
manager of the Tabard Inn Library for a service of 250 
books. The books furnished are books of current 
interest, mainly fiction. This arrangement has proved 
very popular, and it saves the library from buying a 
good deal of fiction which people wish to read, and which 
perhaps is worth reading, and yet is not worth while to 
purchase as permanent additions to the library. This 
experiment was first undertaken by Mr. Ballard of the 
Pittsfield Atheneum, and ours was perhaps the second 
public library to make use of this supplemental service. 
Since then many public libraries are adopting the plan. 

By arrangement with the General Theological Library 
of Boston our library is able to furnish to local clergymen 
the benefit of a large collection of theological works, and 
any minister of New Bedford may through this library 
take books from the above collection. 

Library privileges were extended to card-holders of 
the Millicent Library in Fairhaven during the past year, 
a gracious appreciation of the courtesies which have been 
extended to residents of New Bedford and vicinity since 
the opening of the library ten years ago. 

The lbrarian and two attendants were present at 
meetings of the Library Convention at Magnolia, where 
a thousand library workers from all over the continent 
were assembled. The meetings were productive of much 
good and were extremely stimulating and interesting. 

In October the Massachusetts Library Club met in 
New Bedford and Fairhaven, and had a session of interest 
and profit. 3 
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To stimulate interest in reading among the boys of 
the city, selected books to the number of fifty each have 
been deposited at the North End Guild and at the Union 
for Good Works. The books have been received with 
enthusiasm, and I trust will be of benefit. They circu- 
late through the management of the rooms. 

Among the most important documents in the pos- 
session of the library are the so-called Leonard Papers, 
which contain the vital records of Old Dartmouth. It 
has long been considered unsafe that these books and 
papers should be: kept unprotected from danger from fire 
or theft. They are now being copied in duplicate, and it 
is hoped that they will be provided with a safe place of 
deposit where they may be always preserved beyond 
possibility of injury or mutilation. 

Last spring, through the efforts of interested friends, 
a subscription was started for the purpose of commemo- 
rating the life work of the late librarian, Robert C. 
Ingraham, by raising funds to procure a marble bust 
which should perpetuate the memory of one who had 
been identified for a half century with the work of the 
library. The following circular was prepared :

An appeal to the Public Spirited Citizens of New Bedford. 


A fund has been started for the purpose of procuring 
a bust of the late Robert C. Ingraham, to be placed in 
the public library, In no more fitting manner can the 
public services of Mr. Ingraham be commemorated than 
by placing such a memorial among the books he loved, 
as a testimony of respect from the people whom for 
fifty years he so unselfishly served. 

The contributions already received amount to nearly 
$600. The responses to this call will undoubtedly be 
prompt and generous. Any amount, however small, 
will be gladly received and acknowledged. ‘The com- 
mittee feels that for such a purpose the contributors 
should include as many as possible, not only the patrons 
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of the library, who feel personally indebted to the 
labors of Mr. Ingraham, but all who appreciate the 
influence of such a man on the culture of this commun- 
ity. ; 
Subscriptions will be taken by the nndersigned, who 
has been appointed by the library trustees to act as 
treasurer of the fund.

Subscriptions rapidly came in, and within a few 
weeks $1000 was pledged, and the commission was given 
to Mr. Walton Ricketson, who is at present PAS 
satisfactory progress on the work. 

The Woman’s Club has very generously voted to 
provide a pedestal. : 

During the year special collections of books in 
Yiddish were put in, and have been highly appreciated 
by the Hebrew residents of the city. Progress is being 
made on the German catalogue, and it is hoped to have 
it ready early in the summer. 

Among the donations to the library is a nearly com- 
plete collection of the manuscript sermons of Rev. W. J. 
Potter, given by his son, Mr. Alfred C. Potter of Cam- 
bridge. 

Among the recommendations for still further im- 
provement in the condition of the library, first is the 
need of a children’s room. It is not possible to do the 
best work for the young people without separate quarters 
and special attendance. 

The need of improved ventilation has been brought 
to the attention of the City Pr operty Committee, who are 
planning to relieve the present extremely unsatisfactory 
condition of the reading room.. It is hoped that effective 
means will be taken to remedy this defect, as the health 
and comfort of all who use the room urgently demand 
fresh air. I would suggest that the branch reading 
rooms be kept open Sunday afternoons and evenings. I 
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think it would be very welcome to the residents of those 
sections, who in increased numbers are using the rooms. 

I would renew my suggestion of a year ago, that 
each card-holder be allowed the privilege of two books, 
only one of which shall be fiction. Nothing would more 
tend to decrease the preponderance of fiction reading than 
the opportunity to take some other book with the story 
book, which so many choose. 

It has been nearly ten years since a registration of 
card-holders, and during the slack time of early summer 
it would be well to have a new registration of cards. 

Our library should be the depository of all local his- 
torical matter. Old deeds, logs, pamphlets, photographs, 
prints, etc., should find their resting place here, where 
they may be cared for faithfully and be readily accessible 
to interested students of local history. 

Attention is called to the list of noteworthy books 
added during the year. (Appendix D). 

To get an estimate of the attendance at the library a 
record was made during one week in January, when it 
was found that 3,500 people came into the library during 
that time, over 1000 on Saturday. The largest circula- 
tion of one day in the year was 872 on March 1. The 
month of largest circulation was March, with a circula- 
tion of 12,000 books. 

The assistants have rendered good work through the 
year, and one and all have manifested deep interest in 
the work of the library, which is needed to make any 
work a Success. 

I thank the Trustees for their continued confidence 
and for the advice and assistance which has been ever 
ready to help the librarian in the duties of his office. 

The library is indebted to Congressman Greene for 
many courtesies in facilitating the relations between the 
library and the various public offices of the General 
Government. 
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The patrons of the library are many; they should be 
more. Out of 80,000 books, the numerous books of refer- 
ence, with information desk, telephones, periodicals at 
their service, help should be found on any subject. 

It should be our aim that no one need go away 
unsatisfied, and the constant purpose of the management 
is to live up to that standard. 

The greatest freedom in the use of books, consistent 
with their preservation and proper use, is the policy of 
the modern library. |
